Bulbs can be grown indoors 


Bulbs are unique, self-contained 
plants, They can be planted in pots 
and exposed to specific environmen- 
tal conditions to bring them into 
bloom during winter. Florists and 
garden centers display them for sale 
for people who desire a little floral 
color in their home. 

To receive maximum enjoyment 
from the plants, you should pur- 
chase potted bulbs in the tightbud 
stage. If bought in full bloom, the 
flower will last only seven to ten 
days in the house. 

Forced bulbs open quickly in the 
warm environment found in most 
homes. Keeping bulbs in a bright lo- 
cation where the temperature is 55 
to 60 degrees F adds about five to 
six days to the floral display. An al- 
ternative idea is to place bulb pots in 
a breezeway or other cool place 
where they can be seen often and 
appreciated. 

If you want to delay flowering in 
potted bulbs, hold the plants at be- 
tween 35 and 40 degrees F to retard 
growth. At these temperatures, the 
plants can be stored for up to two 


weeks without deterioration in qual-“’ 


ity. A refrigerator or unheated gar- 
age would provide this environment. 
For bulbs, the cooler the tempera- 
ture, the better the plant form and 
the longer the flowering.. If forced 
bulbs get too warm, they will stretch 
or elongate, and become unsightly. 
Light is also important for indoor 
bulbs. If it’s too dark, the plants will 
elongate toward any available light. 
To obtain the highest quality 
forced bulbs at the best price, look 
for those sold in season in plain 
pots. Although individual growers’ 
production times may vary, these 
are the peak seasons for flowering 
bulb plants: Daffodils: mid-January 
through April 1 (usually plentiful); 
Tulips: mid-January through mid- 
April; Hyacinths: January 1 through 
April 1; Crocus: January 10 through 
March 1; Iris reticulata: January 15 
through February 15; Grape hya- 
cinths: February and March. 
Forced spring bulbs can be plant- 
ed outside for reblooming. After a 
bulb blooms, put it in a bright win- 
dow, stop watering it and let the fol- 
iage dry out. Then the bulb can be 
planted outside in late spring and

The death was the result of rabies’ 
commonly found in bats 

The following information was 
provided by the Alabama Associa 
tion of County Health Councils ina 
letter dated February 15, 1995 titled 
ALERT! 

The first case of human rabies 
since 1963 resulted in the death of a 
24 year old Barbour County woman 
in Dothan on October 11, 1994, 

A publication from the Alabama 
Vepartment of Public Health quotes 
the following information: 

“Bats are an important source of 
human rabies. An estimated 5% of 
bats carry rabies.” Dr. Johnson com- 
mented that this case report empha- 
sizes that bats have emerged as an 
important source of human rabies in 
this country and that educational ef- 
forts must be strengthened for the 
public to avoid contact with dead or 
dying bats, 


Because some bat bites may be 
less severe and therefore more diffi- 
cult to recognize than bites inflicted 
by larger mammalian carnivores, ra- 
bies postexposure treatment should 
be considered for any physical con- 
tact with bats when bite or mucous 
membrane contact cannot be exclud- 
ed. Dr. Lofgren said “Children need 
to be taught not to fool with bats just 
as they are taught not to fool with 
snakes. Bats can be more dangerous 
even if they don’t bite. Most bat re- 
lated human rabies cases lack a spe- 
cific bite history.” 

Rabies is an almost always fatal 
disease. The rabies virus is normally 
transmitted in saliva through a break 
in the skin through open wounds. 
The incubation period of rabies in 
humans ranges from five days to 13 
months with two months being the 
average. Only three patients with hu- 
man rabies have survived with inten- 
sive support care. Once rabies symp- 
toms develop in a human, no drug 
has proven to prevent death.

The Elba City Council voted 


Monday evening to grant a cost of 
living raise to all employees and be- 
gan action to sell portions of the old 
Elba school complex. 

All city employees will get a 5% 
cost of living raise, capped at $20.00 
per week, effective April Ist. The 
council voted unanimously in favor 
of this raise after hearing a report 
from the finance committee that cash 
flow continues to improve, privilege 
license sales are up, total payroll 
continues to stay down and related 
insurance cost are also down. It was 
noted the employees had not had a 
raise for at least two years and Com- 
mittee Chairman Bill Brunson said 
his committee was confident the 
general fund could support the rais- 
es. 

Interest in buying various por- 
tions of the old school complex led 
the council to accept the rec- 
ommendation of Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood to move toward a public auc- 
tion of the portions of the complex 
not needed by the city for present or 
future uses. 

The approximately 50 acres of 
property and buildings will be di- 
vided in convenient parcels. Several 
parcels will be retained by the city, 
including possibly the football field, 
Superintendent’s office, vocational 
building, etc. Other parts will be sold 
at public auction after giving inter- 
ested parties ample time to develop 
their development plans. 

_ Fredrick Hamilton, of the South- 
east Alabama Regional Planning 
Commission entered into an agree- 
ment with the city council to rework 


the present zoning ordinance. Ham- 
ilton will work with the council, zon- 
ing board and committees within 
each voting district to develop a 
practical, workable zoning — or- 
dinance, 

A special committee of Bill Brun- 
son, John W. Sharpless and Gladys 
Yelverton will work with Hamilton 
on this project. The cost to the city 
for the zoning update will not exceed 
$9,500, according to Hamilton. 

Representatives of the en- 
gineering firm Carter, Damell, & 
Grubbs addressed the city con- 
cerning the long awaited organic 
landfill planned by Elba. 

. The project is awaiting permitting 
from state agencies, Speaking for the 
engineers, Mark Pugh updated the 
council on the status of the applica- 
tion and explained what must be 
done after the permit is issued. 

Following his presentation, the 
council voted to pay the outstanding 
December bill for engineering work 
on the project. 

Bids were opened on repairing 
section of Forest Lake Drive. The 
low dollar bidder didn’t follow mini- 
mum specifications and the project 
was awarded to S & C Materials & 
Paving for $28,419.75. One other 
bid met specifications but was about 
$1,000 higher. 

Council member Earl McCol- 
lough abstained from voting, citing

Commission takes second look at boot camp

In Monday’s bi-monthly meeting 


of the Coffee County Commission, . 


commissioners took a second look at 
their commitment to Pathway’s boot 
camp program. 

During their January 23rd meet- 
ing, commissioners approved Skip 
Hemp’s, who is director and founder 
of Pathway, request for in-kind assis- 
tance in starting a boot camp pro- 
gram. 

The commission was to furnish 
five loads of gravel for a road lead- 
ing to the camp site and use of the 
county’s federal tax identification 
number in making equipment pur- 
chases. 

Commissioners have since 
learned that use of the tax ID num- 
ber cannot be allowed. They had 
also learned, through a written re- 
quest from Hemp, that there was a 
little more to the road situation than 
just furnishing gravel. 

Commissioners learned that no 
road existed to the camp, just a 
rough right-of-way for one. Report- 
edly, they had been asked to furnish 
equipment to construct a roadbed 
and then place gravel on it. 

“If we're going to a new road sit- 
uation,” said Commissioner Bill 
Faulk, “that’s something we were 
not aware of.” 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion during Monday’s general busi- 
ness session, the commissioners de- 
cided to go out to the camp, get a 
firsthand look at the situation, and 
then make a decision on just what 
they would do. 

At the conclusion of the meeting, 
commissioners adjourned to Path- 
way and met with the camp director. 
After surveying the situation, the 
county decided to provide the gravel 
and equipment to spread it, but there 
will be no “road construction.” 

Other counties have also agreed 
to furnish gravel to the camp. The 
boot camp, which will be funded b 
the Alabama Department of You 
Services, will serve a ten-county re- 

ion in dealing with juveniles with 
havior problems. 

District Judge Steve Blair ad- 
dressed the commission in the Feb- 
ruary meeting and voiced his support 
of the proposed boot camp program, 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
informed commissioners that fund- 
ing has been approved for the widen-

Some $50,000 in insurance mon- 
ey was supposed to have been paid 
to the late Wilbur Foutch’s widow, 
Hwa S, Foutch, after he died of a 


heart attack in 1990, Foutch was on 
duty at the time of his death, 

During court, Wednesday, March 
8, pastor of the Korean Baptist 
Church, Rey. Song Lim, acted as an 
interpreter for Mrs, Foutch explain- 
ing the terms of the plea bargain 
agreement. 

Nichols was ordered to pay Mrs. 
Foutch $25,000 that day and the re- 
maining $25,000 is to be paid within 
90 days. 

He was sentence to serve one 
year in the Coffee County Jail; how- 
ever, the sentence was suspended 
and he was placed on unsupervised 
probation for one year, 

Nichols was also ordered to pay 
court costs and $50 to the Crime 
Victim’s Compensation Fund.

Again, board members gladly 
gave their approval to the funding re- 
quest. 2 

Being on a roll, the board also-ap- 
proved a request for the use of two 
school buses by the New Brockton 
High School Band. They are plan- 
ning a weekend trip to Florida. 

During the remainder of the meet- 


ing, Superintendent Clayton Bryant 
led board members through a rela- 
tively short and routine agenda. 

Bryant recommended to the board 
changes in lunchroom personnel and 
a custodian at Zion Chapel which 
was approved.

rhe action by the Elba city council to rework the zoning ordinance is a 
good sign. At present zoning in Elba is almost a joke, because of outdated 
laws and many, many violations, Hopefully, when the updated regulations 
are put into place, citizens can know up front just what is allowed and 
what ain't, However, it will take some stiff backbones enforcing the regu- 
lations or Elba will be right back where it is today. If that is going to hap- 
pen, save the $9,500 cost and let the rough end drag. 


We also like the apparent direction the city council is going to dispose of 
some unused school property.

Food Stamp Abuse is Targeted by House Committee 


The federal food stamp pro 
gram 1s intended to provide benefits 
to low income individuals and fami 
lies who are in need 

An average of 28 million 
people participate in the program and 
it is expected that over $26 billion 
will be spent on food stamps in 1995 
alone. ; 
Many of the food stamp re 
ciplents are genuinely in need and 
use them to purchase food supplies 
But there are many others who will 
fully abuse the food assistance pro 
gram. However, this could soon 
change 

Pood stamp abuse occurs ina 
number of ways. Some applicants 
and recipients obtain food stamp ben 
efits by deliberately falsifying intor- 
mation about their income and need, 

Others misuse their. food 
stamps by buying items other than 
food, or by trafficking and selling 
food stamps ata discount for cash or 
other items, 

Further compounding the 
problem, some retail food outlets 
accept food stamps improperly for 
items other than food or for cash and 
then redeem them through banks for 
their full value. 

Data for 1993, the most recent 
figures available, show that nearly $2 
billion in food stamp benefits were 
over-issued, While there are no offi- 
cial estimates available on the extent 
of food stamp trafficking and other 
abuse, itis believed to be quite high. 

For example, a federal Agri- 
culture inspector recently observed 
that 70 owners of nonexistent or 
marginal stores in New York City 
have laundered $40 million in food 
stamps. 

Last week the House Agricul- 
ture Committee, of which I am a 
member, approved a series of re- 
forms to the food stamp program to 
stop this Kind of costly abuse and 
encourage recipients to achieve fi-

*Able-bodied individuals 
without dependents must work 
Those between the ages of 18 and 50 
who can work and have no depen 
dents will lose their food stamp eligi- 
bility after three months unless they 
are employed at least 20 hours a 
week or participate in a workfare 
program. 

Those who offer no ideas on 
how to solve the welfare problem 
complain that workfare would re- 
quire people to work for less than 
minimum wage. These liberals miss 
the point as well as the solution. 

The point is to allow recipi 
ents to earn their way and if they 
object to working 20 hours a week 
for food stamps, they should find a 
job off the public dole. 

*Harmonize AFDC and 
Food Stamps benefits — States 
would have the option to consolidate 
requirements for state AFDC (wel- 
fare) recipients and food stamp re- 
cipients. This would streamline the 
benefits process, saving the taxpay- 
ers money through elimination of red 
tape.

¢ Deny Food Stamps to Non- 
Citizens — Legal immigrants may 


receive food stamp benefits only af- 
ter fulfilling requirements for citi- 
zenship. 


* Statewide Electronic Ben- 
efits Transfer System (EBT) 
States are encouraged to implement 
a statewide electronic benefits trans- 
fer system. The EBT would require 
the use of a debit card for delivery of 
benefits, which would lesson the pos- 
sibility of fraud. 

These much-needed reforms, 
Which could save the taxpayers $16 
billion, will be considered by the full 
House of Representatives at the end 
of the month,

Education Reform

Equity funding is just one of the 
options Alabama legislators are in- 
vestigating as possible ways to 
create funding to improve Ala- 
bama’s most needy public schools, 

Last year, Montgomery Circuit 
Court Judge Gene Reese handed 
down a decision ordering a redistri- 
bution of funds throughout the Ala- 
bama school system. 

The purpose of the redistribution 
is to establish equal funding to 
schools regardless of location. 

Dr. Charlie Williams, assistant 
superintendent for Instructional Ser- 
vices for the State Board of Educa- 
tion, agrees with the basis of Judge 
Reese’s decision. 

“No child should be penalized 
because of where they live,” Wil- 
liams said. “If there is not more 
money in the pot to be divided we 
have to adopt a Robin Hood school 
System and take from the rich and 


. give to the poor.” 


Gov. James is completely against 
equity funding not because of the 
educational ramifications but be- 
cause of the political ones, 

“The governor and the legislature 
are the ones to decide how money is 
appropriated and spent,” James’ 
Press Secretary Donald Claxton 
said. “Not the judge of one county.” 

Judge Reese has ordered the pro- 
posals be submitted by March 15 
Outlining plans for the redistribu- 
tion, It is currently unknown what 
pesos will be affected by the or- 

er. 

There are 127 school systems in 
Alabama. In financial data from the 
Alabama State Department of Edu- 
cation ranking the amount of funds 
receive by schools from high to low, 
Elba City ranks 43rd while Enter- 
prise City comes in at 103. 

Coffee County Superintendent 
Clayton Bryant believes that equity 
funding could be the answer, 

“Equity funding will certainly 
provide help for some schools,” 
Bryant said.

SO you do believe in God? 


Are you a person who believes in 
God? Are you among the number 
that believes mankind is specially- 


created in the image of God? Do 


you really believe that Jesus Christ 
is the Son of God, and Savior of the 
world? If so, you are in good com- 
pany. Many great minds down 
through the ages have been firm be- 
lievers in God. Often times we are 
led to believe that anyone who is 
anybody has long since shed their 
belief in God for a more “‘intellectu- 
al” stance of atheism or agnosti- 
cism, with accompanying belief that 
organic evolution has produced all 
we see around us through genetic 
mutations and natural selection. But 
it’s just not true. 

Many famous statesmen, schol- 
ars, scientists, artists, poets, and oth- 
er such celebrities have held to a be- 
lief in an Almighty God. Not 
“everyone” believes in evolution, 
with its “god” of atheism, as we are 
led to believe. Dr. A. Cressy Morri- 
son, former past president of the 
New York Academy of Sciences, af- 
firmed that “so many exacting con- 
ditions are necessary for life on the 
earth that they could not possibly 
exist in proper relationship by 
chance.” Dr. Edwin Conklin, Prince- 
ton biologist stated: ‘““The probabil- 
ity of life originating from accident 
is comparable to the probability of 
the unabridged dictionary resulting 
from an explosion in a print shop,” 

The famous French General Na- 
poleon I (Bonaparte), observed that 
“All things proclaim the existence 
of God.” British poet William Cow- 
per commented that “In all the vast 
and minute, we see the unambigu- 
ous footsteps of...God.” Emerson, 
another famous poet, wrote that 
“Nature is too thin a screen; the glo- 
ry of the omnipresent God bursts 
through everywhere.”

Dr. E,A, Ma- 
ness once said, “If the word *God’ 
were written upon every blowing 
leaf, embossed on every passing 
cloud, engraved on every granite 
rock, the inductive evidence of God 
in the world would be no stronger 
than it is,” Will Durant, the famous 
humanist, even once admitted, “The 
greatest question of our time is not 
communism versus individualism, 
not Europe versus America, not even 
the East versus the West; it is wheth- 
er man can bear to live without 
God,”

and the firmament showeth his hand- 
iwork" (Psalm 19:1), The apostle 
Paul wrote: “For the invisible things 
of him from the creation of the 


world are clearly seen, being under- 
stood by the things that are made, 
even his etemal power and glory, so 
that they are without excuse” (Ro- 
mans 1:20).

Why dredge all this up five years down the road? Why not let the fifth 
anniversary pass quietly and with little fanfare? Because it is helpful to re- 
member, at least for me. It is helpful to be reminded of the waves of strang- 
ers who came to our aid. It is helpful to-‘remember family members who 
dropped all that they were doing to come place a comforting hand on our 
shoulders and relieve some of the burden. It is helpful to remember a com- 
munity that locked neighbor to neighbor, arm to arm and worked until the 


work was done long after strength was 


gone. 


It is helpful to remember those in our own community who gave aid...a 
warm, dry bed to sleep in each night, a sustaining meal to carry us through 


the day. It is helpful to remember that 


it wasn’t just me and my family, but 


you and yours, them and theirs. We traveled the same shadowy path togeth- 
er. It is helpful to remember a God whose grace and strength were not only 
sufficient, but overwhelming. So, however we choose to mark the occasion, 
may our prayer always be, “THANKS BE TO GOD!” Also, may our eyes

Autherine Lucy Foster was born 
October 5, 1929 in Shiloh, Alabama. 
She was the first black student to at- 
tend the University of Alabama in 
Tuscaloosa. A 1952 graduate of 
Miles College in Birmingham, she 
wanted to further her education. Af- 
ter several years of court battles to 
gain admission, she was allowed to 
go to classes for only a few days in 
February 1956, before riots erupted 
on campus and she was expelled. In 
1988, the University revoked its res- 
olution of expulsion and invited her 
to enroll again. 

Autherine said, “I,use to some- 
times look back on my experience at 
the University of Alabama and see it 
as somewhat of a failure in my life.

travelling the major north-south 
roads in Alabama one can easily get 
the impression that pine forests are 
the most common in the state. While 
it is true that the southern yellow 
pine (actually a general term for 
several different pine species) is our 
official state tree, hardwoods are 
dominant. According to the 1990 
Alabama Forest Survey, hardwood 
dominated forests cover over 14.5 
million acres--or 65%--of the state's 
woodland. In contrast, planted pine 
forests only represent 15% of the to- 
tal forestland. The survey does show 
an increase in planted pine acreage 
as environmentally conscious land- 
owners continue to actively plant ar- 
eas they harvest. 

There are many similar miscon- 
ceptions among the general public. 
This article outlines some of the 
facts and falsehoods relating to fo- 
restry--an often misunderstood as- 
pect of America’s natural resources. 

For example, everyone knows 
large timber companies own most of 
the forest land in our state. Right? 
Wrong! In Alabama and :throughout 
the South, “non-industrial” owners 
own the majority of forestland. This 
fact underscores the reality that any 
increase in property taxes in Ala- 


bama will affect many more private : 


citizens than timber companies. 

The effects of timber harvesting 
on wildlife species often stimulates 
a great deal of interest and misinfor- 
mation. As with many natural re- 
source practices, the “effect’--cither 
good or bad--depends on the specif- 
ic situation, 

Clearcutting, for example, drasti- 
cally changes the landscape but pro- 
vides the type of nesting and forag- 
ing habitat required by several non- 
game bird species, according to 
state wildlife biologist Stan Stewart. 
Specifically, white-eyed vireos will 
use small wood openings (one to 
three acres) while yellow breasted 
chats are attracted to larger (10 or 
more acres) clearcuts. On the other 
hand, gray squirrels like to travel 
from tree-to-tree and prefer older fo- 
rests, rather than harvested areas or 
very young forests. 

As anyone can see, the generali- 
zation that timber harvesting is al- 
ways bad for animals is an overly 
simplified misconception not sup-

ported by the facts. Because forests 
consist of trees, bushes and other 
plants which all live and die, the 
characteristics of a forest are con- 
stantly changing. 

This life cycle of a forest contra- 
dicts another common misconcep 
tion--one that claims we can “pre- 
serve” a forest. Granted, it may take 


years to see a wilderness forest 
change from all pine trees to mixed 
pine/hardwoods, but nonetheless 


change marches on. 

A final misconception: forestry 
issues are always “clear cut”, For ex- 
ample, consider fire in the forest.

Smokey Bear has preached against 
forest fires for 50 years, so some 
might think trees and fire don't mix. 
Well, it depends. Smokey’s message 
is about uncontrolled wildfires, 
which can be very deadly in any for- 
est. However, controlled burning in 
pine forests, under favorable weather 
conditions, is often used by wildlife 
managers to enhance deer and turkey 
habitat. If properly done, this type of 
fire causes no damage to trees. 

There are no single correct an- 
swers to most forest resource issues, 
because variables occur in all fo- 
rests, 


Lawn maintenance in Alabama 


A properly managed lawn lends 
distinction ‘to your home. Turfgrass- 
es provide color, comfort, beauty, 
and recreation, in addition to pre- 
venting erosion, Plan your lawn and 
garden activities throughout the 
year. Include lawn maintenance and 
fertilizing schedules. Contact the 
Coffee County Extension Service for 
publications on specific lawns and 
soil test information. Some of the 
most common turfgrasses in Ala- 
bama are Bermudagrass, Centipede- 
grass, and St. Augustinegrass. 

Bermudagrasses are well adapted 
to the climate in Alabama. They tol- 
erate extremes in soil drainage, tex- 
ture, and acidity better than most 
other warm-season turfgrasses. How- 
ever, they grow best on well drained 
soil with a pH (acid index) between 
6.0 and 6.5. 

Bermudagrasses grow faster than 
most other warm-season turfgrasses, 
resulting in quicker establishment 
and recovery from injury, but also 
require considerably more mowing. 
Currently available bermudagrass 
varieties also have another disadvan- 
tage over other turfgrass: they re- 
quire full sunlight. If the turf area 
will receive less than six hours of 
full sunlight per day during the sum- 
mer, another turfgrass, a ground coy- 
er, or muich would be a_ wiser 
choice. 

Varieties of bermudagrass are 
(Cynodon dactylon) common bermu- 
dagrass. Common bermudagrass pro- 
duces viable seed and is usually es- 
tablished from seed, although it can 
be established by sprigging or sod- 
ding. 

Improved Bermudagrass (Cyno- 
don dactylon x Cynodon transvaa- 
lensis). As the scientific designation 
indicates, most improved type ber- 
mudagrasses are hybrids between 
two bermudagrasses. 

Tifgreen (Tifton 328) is a fine- 
textured, dark green bermudagrass 
with low temperature tolerance, ear- 
ly spring growth, and good drought 
and wear resistance. 

Tifway (Tifton 419) is another 
fine-textured hybrid bermudagrass, 
selected for use on golf course fair- 
ways. 

Centipedegrass (Eremochloa 
ophiuroides) is a course-textured 
yellow-green turfgrass. It is well 
adapted to the southern half of Ala- 
bama but has been grown success- 
fully as far north as Huntsville. It is 
tolerant of pine trees and also grows 
well in full sun. Centipede is popu- 
lar because of its low maintenance 
needs. It typically requires little or 
no fertilizer, little or no lime, and 
less mowing than other turfgrasses, 
Oaklawn and Tennessee Hardy are 
selections of centipedegrass, but 
they do not appear to provide any 
advantages over common types in 
Alabama. 

May is the best time to plant cen- 
tipedegrass. It can be planted from 
April through July but will require 
watering in the absence of sufficient 
rain. Soil testing is always impor- 
tant, especially so before establish- 
ing centipedegrass. Centi degrass 
grows well on moderate acid soils in 
the pH range of 5.0 to 5.5. It does 
not do well on soils with high levels 
of phosphorus. If soil test results in- 
dicate a pH greater than 5.5 or high 
phosphorus levels, consider another 
turfgrass, 

St. Augustinegrass (Stenotaph- 
rum secundatum) is a warm-season, 
coarse-textured turfgrass that has 
above ground stems called stolons. 
St. Augustinegrass has three main 
advantages, 

First, it has high shade tolerance, 
growing in dense shade of broad- 
leaved trees as well as in full sun, 
Second, it has high salt tolerance 
which is needed along the Gulf 
Coast. And third, it tolerates slightly 
alkaline soil. Its optimum pH range 
is 6,0 to 7.5. It is also prized for its 
bright green to bluish-green color, 
and it is easy to grow, 

The major disadvantages of St. 
Augustinegrass are poor wear toler- 
ance, susceptibility to injury by 
common lawn herbicides, and lack 
of cold tolerance. It is also much 
more prone to disease and chinch 
bug damage than other warm-season 
turfgrasses. 

St, Augustinegrass is very popu- 
lar tor home and public lawns in the 
coastal region of the southeastern 
United States. Raleigh is the only 
variety of St. Augustinegrass recom- 
mended for areas where winter tem- 
peratures drop iower than 10 degrees

Peanut Producer's 
discuss 1995 issues

Peanut Producers around the state 
gathered at the New Brockton Farm 
Center to discuss various topics re- 
lating to the peanut industry includ- 
ing crop insurance, conservation ser- 
vice, research and promotions. 

Charlie Skinner, Underwriting 
Branch Chief for the Federal Crop 
Insurance Corporation, addressed the 
crowd of about 300 concerning basic 
information and benefits of crop in- 
surance, Skinner explained several 
facts about the program, 

Skinner noted that replant sys- 
tems are not available for catastroph- 
ic coverage. Also, late and preventa- 
live planting provisions provide 
protection on acreage that is planted 
late or that cannot be planted by the 
final planting date, which is May 
25th. Growers must complete a late 
planting agreement prior to the final 
planting date for peanuts. Skinner 
urged growers to consult their crop 
insurance agent or local CFSA office 
to determine eligibility factors. 

Good news about expansions in 
extension research was presented to 
the group by Dr. Paul Parks, Pro- 
vost-Auburn University. Parks ex- 
plained a special task force was ap- 
pointed during the summer of ‘94 
for the purpose of looking at how 
Aubum University was _ serving 
commercial agriculture and how this 
could be improved. 

Ronnie Murphy, State Conserva- 
tionist with the Natural Resources 
Conservation Service explained 
three guiding principals of NRCS: 
1) NRCS believes in the voluntary 
approach to solving soil and water 
conservation problems. If there are 
regulatory requirements, we are 
committed to using a practical ap- 
proach to meeting the requirements. 
2) NRCS is committed to the deliv- 
ery of services through soil and wa- 
ter conservation districts in Ala- 
bama. 3) NRCS is committed to 
being part of the USDA team with 
the Consolidated Farm Services 
Agency and the Rural Economic 
and Community Development 
Agency. 

Steve Raby from Senator Howell 
Heflin’s office was present to ad- 
dress the peanut producers as well. 
His comments were targeted toward 
the 95 Farm Bill and the peanut pro- 
gram. “We’re facing a challenge 
this time--none like ever before,” 
Raby said. "There will need to be a 
lot of one-on-one discussions in the 
House--that'’s where our greatest 
fear is, but Congressman Everett is 
one of those in the House that will 
be working very hard to educate 
those who need to be, We're dealing 
with budget constraints, but I assure 
you of this--there’s nobody in Con- 
gress that knows this program better 
than Senator Howell Heflin and his 
commitment is still in the program 
and he will be with you every step 
of the way.” 

John Gibson representing the Na- 
tional Peanut Council also spoke to 
peanut producers. Gibson reviewed 
the high and low points with the 
U.S. cotton industry and explained 
the sudden turn of events in 1986 
that put that industry back on track. 

Concluding the day long meeting 
was the awards segment. District 
winners in the annual 4-H Peanut 
Essay Writing Contest, which 
brought in over 1,000 essays for the 
entire competition were honored for 
their outstanding work, This year’s 
topic for the contest was “How 
Have Peanuts Affected Our Lives?” 
Junior division essay winners in- 
cluded: first place, Brooke Kelley of 
Covington County; second place, 
Christopher Kelly of Henry County; 
third place, Dennis Busby of Coffee 
County,

New weed poses 
potential problem 


for tri-state area 


In the past few months people 
from the Florida and Alabama De- 
partments of Agriculture have made 
it known that a weed typically found 
in the southern part of Florida has 
moved its way toward south Ala- 
bama and the panhandle of Florida. 
The name of this weed is the Tropi- 
cal Soda Apple. 

The Soda Apple is a herbaceous 
perennial with a leaf that is similar 
to what you might find on a fig tree. 
There are straight thorns on the bot- 
tom and top of the leaf and leaf 
stalk. Curved thorns can be found on 
the stem. 

The unripe fruit of the Tropical 
Soda Apple is green with a water- 
melon type striping. The mature fruit 
has a yellowish appearance and they 
are about the size of a cherry tomato. 


The plant also has flowers which are : 


white with petals that curve inward. 

Usually the Tropical Soda Apple 
is found in pasture land, roadsides, 
ditch banks, orchards, fields, and 
around other stands of trees. This 
particular plant in south Florida has 
reached the height of six to eight 
feet. There has been some positive 
sightings of it as close to Coffee 
County as the Geneva area. 

The problem with the Tropical 
Soda Apple is that this weed spreads 
rapidly, It can crowd out desirable 
vegetation and should be destroyed 
before it can multiply. At this point 
the spread appears to be from cattle 
bought in Florida and brought into 
Alabama. They have consumed the 
fruit of this particular tree which 
contains the seeds, thus can spread 
the plant. 

If you have bought cattle out of 
Florida or someone has Florida cat- 
tle on your place, it would be worth 
your time to scout and find out if 
you have this potential hazardous 
weed on your property, 

We have a picture of this noxious 
weed at the county agent’s office. If 
you think you might possibly have 
some, it would be worth taking a 
look at the picture and doing some- 
thing to control the weed.

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STUDENTS TO BE TESTED DURING MARCH, APRIL & MAY 


State’s testing program explained

In the months of March, April 
and May Alabama’s public school 
children will be involved in the 
state's testing program. Parents may 
receive test reports but not under- 
stand the information received. | 
would like to explain the types of 
tests, the purpose, and provide a way 
to interpret the results. 

First, let’s define some of the test- 
ing jargon often heard. Aptitude or 
ability refers to the ability to do 
school work. Many factors come 
into play including cultural and fam- 
ily environment, familiarity with the 
English language, the child’s health, 
and more. Aptitude/ability tests 
measure ability to do work, Achieve- 
ment refers to the level! of a student’s 
skills and knowledge in certain ar- 
eas. Therefore, aptitude/ability meas- 
ures what a child has the ability to 
do, and achievement measures what 
the child is actually doing 

Standardized tests are tests in 
which the same test is given in the 
same manner in all schools, and 
Scores are based on the average per- 
formance of children taking the test, 


usually called the “norm.” This | 


means a student’s scores can be 
compared to those of classmates and 
those of children in the same grade 
in other schools. The test helps tell 
what the child can do and is doing in 
relation to others in the same grade. 
There are two major kinds of 
tests; criterion-referenced and norm- 
referenced. The most familiar is 
called a criterion-referenced test in 
which standards are set in advance to 
measure performance. The other test 


is the norm-referenced test in which 
a student’s score is compared to the 
average score achieved by a na- 
tionwide sampling of students. Stan- 
dardized aptitude/ability and 
achievement tests are norm- 
referenced tests, and scores are given 
in relation to a national norm. The 
norm has nothing to do with passing 
or failing. It is simply a middle 
point. : 
Tests are designed to tell us how 
one student’s performance compares 
to that of others of the same age or 
grade. Tests also help identify strong 
and weak areas. However, we must 
never place too much emphasis on 
results since a variety of factors can 
have an effect on scores - how the 
Student feels on test day, the condi- 
tions of the testing room, etc. Tests 
are not perfect, and do not give us all 
the answers about the student. 

Test scores give a comparison 
and can help understand the child 
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better. By checking scores from year 
to year, ability and achievement: 
scores, classroom test scores and 
progress, and by using a personal un- 
derstanding of the child, we should 
have an accurate understanding of 
the child’s ability and performance 
From this understanding, we should 
be able to detect the student’s needs 
and talents. This could help in guid 
ing the students in various ways. 

The Stanford Achievement Tes 
is given in the fourth and eighth 
grades. [t is a norm-referenced test 
and allows schools and parents to 
compare the child’s results to results 
obtained nationally and statewide. 

Perhaps the easiest method of de- 
termining how the student did on 
this test as compared to other stu- 
dents in the same grade, is to look at 
the stanine score. On the test report

There is a proposal to move the 
aviation test center from Ft. Rucker 
to Yuma Proving Grounds in Arizo- 
na. 

Also, it has been reported that the 
commission reviewing roles and 
missions of the U.S. military servic- 
es has recommended consolidating 
all helicopter training with the Army 
at Ft. Rucker. 

According to Sen. Howell He- 
flin’s office, should the aviation test 


center be moved from Ft. Rucker, it 
could cost the Wiregrass area more 
than 250 jobs. 

On Monday, Sen. Heflin and Sen. 
Richard Shelby, met with Secretary 
of the Army Togo West to voice 
their concerns about moving the test 
center to Yuma. 

The moving of the Aviation Tech- 
nical Test Center (ATTC) would not 
generate a significant savings to the 
Army. 

“Of course, the Army’s stated 
goal is to reduce the number of test 
evaluation command sites and save

money,” Sen. Heflin said.“‘But it just 
doesn’t make sense to move it be- 
cause only 2 of 97 tests performed in 
the last year by the ATTC were done 
on the range at Yuma. 

“If it is kept at Ft. Rucker they 
could use the test facilities at Eglin 
Air Force Base in nearby north Flori- 
da, which are in many ways superior 
to Yuma’s.” 

The senator continued, “If the 
center was moved to Yuma, there 
would be additional costs for build- 
ing new facilities. 

“Also, there is the relationship 
with other Army aviation research 
and development organizations al Ft. 
Rucker that do not exist at Yuma 
such as: the Aerial Medicine Re- 
search Laboratory, the Army Safety 
Center, the Army Research Institute 
and the Aviation Battle Laboratory. 

“Ft. Rucker is a large aviation 
support base that offers lower costs 
for testing and maintenance than 
there would be at Yuma.” 

Sen. Shelby said, “I do not under- 
stand why the Army would consider 
spending money to move part of the 
testing center to an area that does not 
have existing facilities and person- 
nel,” 

“Currently, over 95 percent of all 
the Army’s aviation testing is con- 
ducted at a minimal cost by an out- 
standing team of technical experts at 
Ft. Rucker,
